Jack Fullerton is dead, He 
was killed in action, one week ago 
today, on January 31, at the US 
Embassy, in Saigon, 

‘The son of Mr and Mrs John 
Fullerton of 20 Main Street his 
last letter home was written on 
January 17th, It was to reassure 
his mother, that he would be home 
on July 4th, and that ‘I've got a 
wonderful job now ~ there 1s no- 
thing to worry about, Pye got an 
inside job now, and you’d never 
know that there was a war going 
on outside!’ 

Jackie had been transferred 
by his. comminding officer to the 
95th Military Police Battalion, 18th 
Military Police, and was assigned 
to guard the US Embassy in Saigon. 

Jackie, as he was known (his 
name was John Joseph Fullerton 
Jr) had earned that job, and his 
commanding officer knew it, He 
had seen more than his share of

of Gravel? 


Ostensibly the argument before 
the Board of Appeals Tuesday 
night was over a couple of build- 
ing permits, which had been re- 
voked last December by Building 
Inspector Roy McClanahan,

The Work-Study Program of the 
Wilmington Schools is drawing

The at 3 am on January 31st, 
19 Vietcong made their way into 
the US Embassy, 

Jack was killed during that six- 
hour fight, The last picture of 
him, too, was taken during that 
fight. It appeared only a few 
hours later, on the pages of the 
Boston Globe, showing him as an 
unidentified Military Policemait, 
taking a wounded civilian to an 
ambulance, and then later the same 
picture was in Life magazine, 

Death, when it came, was in 
the form of an hostile anti-tank 
missile, It struck a tower which 
Jack was defending. 

Jackie Fullerton was one ofeight 

iidren, the first child, and the 

son, He was born in Camb- 
ridge on May 11, 1948, and when 
his father and mother moved to 
Wilmington, he started his school- 
ing in this town, in the first grade 
As a junior in High School, he 
worked for Sweetheart Plastics 
part time, and he worked for a 
time as a part-time custodian in 
the High School, While in High 
School, he played in the football 
team, and engaged in other sports. 
He had been a Cub Scout, and was 
in the Wilmington Little League 
for four years, 

He enlisted in the US Army 
Airborne Division in December 
of 1966, hoping to be a Para- 
trooper, But, after enlisting his 
appendix had to be removed, and 
he was told that he could not 
stand the rough landings, so in- 
stead, he was put into the infantry 
and in June 1967 he left for Viet~ 
nam, 

And with his share of fighting, 
and of being wounded, he had time 
for other things, 

There was, for instance, his 
story of Sam, Sam was a non- 
descript mongrel dog who had at- 
tached himself to the Americal 
Division’s 3rd Brigade, 4th In- 
fantry. 

To the men of A Company, 2nd 
Battalion, Sam was the Point Dog, 
and a morale booster too, It was 
he who first detected the ambush 
of November 13th, and Sam and 
Jack were the two who were in- 
jured in that brief fire-fight, 

The medics got Jack to a walt- 
ing helicopter, while another 
worked on Sam, who had suffered 
a bullet wound in the fleshy prt 
of his neck, As the helicopter

Sam Perry of High Street, ap- 
proaching 87 years old, is in the 
Winchester Hospital, with a broken 
hip, He is up and walking, though, 
with the aid of a Walker, 

Two weeks ago Wednesday Sam 
was operated on, in Winchester He 
had fallen the Sunday previously, 
while at a neighbor’s party, and 
had been taken home. He insisted 
that he would be all right, and it 
was only at the insistance of his 
neighbors that he finally consented 
to going to the hospital, 

His daughter, Mrs William Smith 
of Macon Georgia is staying at his

Sam is the man who gets out 
and plows neighbors driveways, 
after a storm, and before they get 
up.

‘The Arguments 

The first argument was over 
whether or not the younger Mr 
Magee had filed an appeal in time 
for the Board of Appeals to con- 
sider the case, Mr Magee toldthe 
Board of Appeals that he had ‘filed’ 
within 20 days of receiving the no- 
tice of revocation of the building 
permit, with the girl in the build- 
ing inspector’s office, This was on 
or about the 19th of December, 

The Building Inspector testified 
that he had sent a letter to Mr Ma~ 
gee Jr on Dec, 29th, a Friday. By 
this token the letter would have 
been delivered on Saturday, and it 
would have been impossible for a 
second appeal to have been filed 
after the New Year - on Tuesday. 
The younger Magee said he \be- 
Meved he had filed before he re- 
ceived the Building Inspector’s 
Leja. 
Sheppard read a transcript 
of the hearing on the Temporary 
Restraining Order, which, on Page 
12 was relating toMr McClanahan. 
It showed that the question asked 
McClanahan was if there was any 
other way the house could be built, 
other than on a 5% rise of grade 
(from the street). 

Sheppard told the Board that no 
one has contended that the Magee 
Construction Company was devia~ 
ting in any way from the plan 
for the homes, filed with the Bulld- 
ing Inspector, 

Secondly, he told the Appeal 
Board that there was nothing in 
the Town Bylaws which gives the 
Building Inspector the right to 
revoke a bilding permit. 

Sheppard eited Massachusetts 
cases (tried in courts) in which it 
was held that, in substance, ‘ifyou 
grant a permit, and you want to 
revoke it, then there has to be a 
hearing’. 

*] say that the Building Inspec- 
tor was absolutely wrong!’. 

“We never had a hearing - there 
fore it is illegal under the lawl’ 

Sheppard went on to read more 
on the decisions cited, showing that 
it had been said that ‘it is not 
necessary to determine whether or 
not any money has been spent’ on 
the construction. 

‘And’, he added, ‘even if we had 
the permit we couldn’t go ahead 
because of the injuction’. 

Sheppard read out loud sections 
of the Zoning By-Law, to show that 
nothing could be done, and then 
finished this particular part of the 
argument by telling the Board of 
Appeals that the Building Inspec- 
tor was wearing two hats ~ that of 
Building Inspector and that of Zon- 
ing Officer, 

‘our feeling is that this ts an 
improper revocation of the Build- 
ing Permit’, 

Referring to the section of the 
Zoning By Law which regulates 
moving of gravel, he said that ‘by 
(the same) token you couldn’t take 
a load of gravel out ofyour cellar.’ 

‘We have not gone one inch be-

Sheppard pointed out that there 
was a curve, in the way of Andover 
Street, and that it was reasonable 
to expect that sometime or other 
the town would want to straighten

Topographic Map 

There was discussion about the 
grades, The Magees, junior and 
Senior, said that the hill in the 
lot continues to rise as it goes 
back from the street, At about 100 
feet back they estimated the eleva- 
tion to be approximately 75 feet 
higher than the street, and at 400 
feet back they estimated another 
50 feet, 

Chairman Howlett asked {f the 
Magees would be willing to put 
up a bond as a safeguard to the 
‘Town of Wilmington that they would 
not excavate more than was shown, 


Sheppard said he had offered to do- 


that during the Court Hearing. 

The Senior Magee contended that 
the removal of the gravel would 
be an improvement to the area, 
and that it would be much better 
after they had built the two homes 
because as of now, the land was 
of no value, 

Sheppard sald that from the 
325 foot mark to the rear of the 
lot they had offered to grade with 
“proper aloping’ on the sides, as 
set forth in the permits, ‘We 
don’t want to change anything we 
set out to do’, 

Again the Chairman asked ifa 
bond would be posted. He also 
wanted a topographic map, 

Sheppard told him that a topo- 
graphic map would cost $2500, 
Unspoken, {t seemed that the 
Chairman and Sheppard were talk- 
ing of a topographic map of condi- 
tions as they now exist, 

It was then that Howlett asked 
how much gravel would be 
removed, and the younger Magee 
using the term ‘burrow’ estimated 
200 to 250 thousand yards, It 
would be worth, he said in reply 
to questions, basically 60¢ to 
75¢ per yard loaded on trucks at 
the pit-site, and the cost of load- 
ing would be such that they would 
be netting 20¢ or 25¢ per yard,

The younger Magee tried to tell 
about his agreement with the Water 
Department to put in a twelve inch 
water main, The Chairman was 
not interested, It had no bearing 
on the case, he said, 

It was then that Ernest Jamieson 
of the Board of Appeals spoke up 
to ask if they were not interested 
in supplying a ‘finished topo’. The 
air cleared, Sheppard was willing 
to furnish a topographic plan ofthe 
area showing the proposed exca- 
vations, He and the senior Magee 
almost chorused, ‘No objections to 
that!’ 


Other Statements 

Chairman James Miceli of the 
Board of Selectmen went on record 
for his Board that they were op- 
posed ‘until a decision has been 
made in the current action against 
Magee in Court’, 

Joseph W Moore and John Earl 
Dick of Bedford wanted te see the 
proposed topographic plan, as 
abuttors, Dick agreed that it was 
a gravel operation, and Mr Moore 
was sorry that the water main 
was not going to extend further, 
to his property, 

Ed Ferguson, also an abuttor, 
was interested in the maintenance 
of a 45 degree slope, after the 
excavations, 

Bill Stickney, representing the 
Planning Board, had no statement, 
and the Town Counsel kept his 
silence throughout, 

The Chairman then asked the 
Magees as to the length of time 


. tt would take to complete the 


houses, The younger Magee said 
12 to 18 months, After a moment 
it was clear that the Chairman 
was talking in terms of limits to 
be put on the permit, if the Board 
of Appeals should overrule the 
Town Manager. Sheppard agreed 
that a year and a half limit would 
allow plenty of time to get out 
the gravel and build the homes, 

The case was then taken under 
advisement,
